Gentlemen: 


I desire to bring to your notice an 
odorless garbage disposal plant, or 
system, one that can be operated in 
any section of a city without the an- 
noyance of obnoxious odors being car- 
ried to the surrounding district. 


The system is based on destructive 
distillation (or creative chemistry), 
whereby all the gases generated, vola- 
tile substances, light and heavy hydro- 
carbins, etc., are collected as chemical 
compounds in the crude state. 


It has taken over six years to per- 
fect this system, and from the first 
steps of laboratory theory, I have 
created a practical, commercial, oper- 
ating system, of which the drawings, 
etc., of this system or plant are in 
the hands of the Patent Attorney, who 
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1s at the present time taking the ap- 
plication for the patent through the 
desartinent of Washington, D. C. 


The outline of this system is the 
disposal of the house garbage, or re- 
fuse, comprising the destruction, or 
reduction, of all the raw garbage to 
their component parts, without the 
separation of fats, greases, bones, etc., 
and further the foreign matter such 
as in cans, broken crockery, oyster 
or clam shells, paper, rags, pieces of 
wood, etc, are not necessary of re- 
moval as they do not injure any part 
of the working machinery or furnace 
chambers. 


What is obtained from this system 
is a pure, dry, producer gas, which is 
used for the fuel purpose and enough 
gas is generated to operate the full 
running plant, and no other fuel is 
needed after the plant is in full 
operation. Also, as marketable pro- 
ducts, or compounds for chemical 
purification, are the tars, light and 
heavy oils, acids, salts, etc., liquid 
ammonia hydroxide of 5 to 6 per cent. 
of ammonia, the nitrogen compounds 
and other hydrocarbons, 


The producer gas generated for the 
fuel, and the crude by-products ob- 
tained and marketed, will about pay 
the full costs for the operation of the 
plant, and probably pay a portion of 
the costs of collection of the raw 
garbage. 


Thus, by a municipality themselves 
operating this system, from a com- 
mercial standpoint it eliminates the 
contract system where no returns are 
obtained, and the products obtained 
do give a return and is self-supporting 


It is true that new plants would 
have to be erected for this system, 
still they being self-supporting they 
would pay for themselves within a 
short time, and aside from small re- 
pairs there would be very little ex- 
pense attached, and the garbage col- 
lection and disposal could be done on 
a very small financial scale, and pos- 
sibly after two to three years the 
plants having paid for themselves no 
appropriation would have to be made 
for this branch of expense to the 
municipality. 


It requires from eight to ten months 
to construct one of these plants, or 
systems, and have it in working con- 
dition. 


In large cities, plants could be 
erected in several sections, and each 
plant would be self-supporting as the 
products obtained from the gas pro- 
duction are needed by the chemical 
manufacturer throughout the world.

We have already 
throughout the City these schools 
which are very costly to the taxpay- 
ers; big plants which have to be main- 
tained and in these buildings you have 
all the light, janitor service, heat and 
everything that is necessary in which 
to operate branch libraries of this sort 
in these schools and these suggestions 
have been offered by citizens who 
have made a great study of this mat- 
ter, that a greater distribution of 
books can be made than through any 
other agencies. There the school 
children can come and bring with 
them a list of books selected by their 
parents, sisters or any member of 
their families, and in the afternoon 
when school hours are over, the teach- 
ers can assist the branch librarians 
that might be appointed by the Li- 
brary Board and keep the population 


thoroughly and completely supplied 
with books they require. In addition 
to that, if they want to establish 
reading rooms, there is no reason why 
they carnot be established, perhaps 
not in every school, but surely in 
enough schools to meet this situation, 
and I say you have got to come to it, 
because Newark with its present lim- 
ited income, its present ratables and 
high tax rate could not. conduct the 
City Government similar to New 
York City, Chicago or Philadelphia 
with their enormous incomes and the 
City will be bankrupt and thére is 
nothing in God’s World to prevent 
it. We cannot conduct our affairs 
the same as New York City. New- 
ark’s income is limited and we know 
it, and 


I move you that it be the sense of 
this Board that the Library Trustees 
be requested to confer with the Board 
of Education to see if this important 
problem cannot be worked out. 

I am as much in favor of: branch 
libraries as anyone, but when you 
have a problem, you have to solve it 
according to your needs. 


Commissioner Raymond: —Y our 
particular object, Mr. Berkenmeier is 
the easier distribution of the books? 


Mr. Berkenmeier:—Yes. We would 
be satisfied if we could get some re- 
lief through the school system as sug- 
gested by Commissioner Gillen if you 
are thinking of doing it throughout 
the City. We felt we were the orig- 
inal agitators of this campaign. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I do not 
feel for the’ mere distribution we 
should maintain the sort of library 
contemplated in the congested dis- 
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tricts that afford a place for rest, rec- 
reation, warmth, light and an atmos- 
phere of culture and mean a good 
deal more for the neighborhoods in 
these sections than the mere distribu- 
tion of books or the presence of 
books and I feel you have a different 
situation in Clinton Hill, and I do not 
see what harm the suggested confer- 
ence. can do and I therefore second 
Commissioner Gillen’s motion.

Ordinance providing for the reg- 
ulation of public dances and licensing 
and regulation of public dance halls. 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 
Section 1: The term “public dance 
hall,” as used in this ordinance, shall 
be taken to mean any room, space or. 
place in whith dancing is carried on, 
and to which admission can be had 


Ne 


either with or without the payment of 
a fee, wardrobe charge or otherwise. 


The term “public dance” as used in 
this ordinance shall be taken to mean 
any dance to which admission can be 
had either with or without the pay- 
ment of a fee, wardrobe charge or 
otherwise, or any other dance in 
which the public generally may par- 
ticipate. 


The term “dancing,” as used in this 
ordinance shall not apply to exhibi- 
tions or performances: in. which the 
persons paying for admission do not 
participate. 


_Section 2: . It shall be unlawful to 
permit any dancing in a public dance 
hall until the public dance hall shall 
first have been duly licensed for such 
purpose, which license may be is- 
sued by the Department of Public 
Safety upon the payment of a fee of 
one hundred dollars ($100) to be paid 
at the time of the issuance thereof, 
which license shall expire one year 
from the date thereof. 


Section 3: No license shall be is- 
sued unless the premises comply with 
and conform to all laws of the United 

. States, the State of New Jersey and 
the ordinances and regulations of the 
City of Newark, and are properly ven- 
tilated, supplied with sufficient toilet 
conveniences and are, in the judgment 
of the Director of Public Safety, a 
safe and proper place for the purpose 
for which they are to be used. 


Section 4: Alf public dance halls 
shall be at all times kept in a clean, 
healthful and sanitary condition and 
„all rooms connected therewith as well 
as all stairways and other passages 
shall be kept open and well lighted. 
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The Director of Public Safety shal. 
have power and it shall be his duty 
to order and cause any hall or place 
where any public dance is held to be 
vacated whenever in his judgment any 
provision of this ordinance is being 
violated therein or whenever any in- 
decent act shall be permitted or when- 
ever any disorder shall take place 
therein, . 


Section 5: The license of any pub- 
lic dance hall may be suspended orv 
revoked at any time for cause, and 
such license when so suspended or 
revoked shall not be reissued until at 
least six months shall have elapsed. 


Section 6: No license shall be is- 
sued or renewed unless. the applicant 
therefor shall be a citizen and a per- 
son of good moral character, and a 
resident of the City of Newark for at 
least one year prior to the date of is- 
suance of said license. 


Section 7: No person, persons, so- 
ciety, club or organization shall rent, 
use or occupy any public dance hall 
for a public dance without having first 
obtained from the Chief of Police a 
permit therefor. 


Section 8: Any person, persons, so- 
ciety, club or corporation which shalt 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, upon conviction there- 
of, pay a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars or suffer imprison- 
ment in the county jail for a term not 
exceeding ten days or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the magistrate imposing the 
same, 


Section 9: All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions hereof be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 


= L That Section 2 of Article 1 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 2. Said Bureau shall, under 
the Director of Public Safety, be un- 
der the supervision and direction of 
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the Chief Electrical Inspector of the 
Department of Public Safety. 


2. That Section 3 of Article 1 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 3. The Chief Electrical In- 
spector shall organize and adminis- 
ter said Bureau according to rules and 
regulations to be prepared by him and 
approved by the Director of Public 
Safety, and said Chief Electrical In- 
spector is hereby charged with the 
duty of preparing forms, rules and 
regulations, and when so approved by 
said Director of Public Safety, they 
shall be binding upon all persons, 
firms or corporations that may come 
within the -terms of this ordinance. 
Said forms, rules and regulations may 
be altered or repealed. 


3. That Section 4 of Article 1 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 4: The Board of Commis- 
sioners shall, by resolution upon rec- 
ommendation of the Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, appoint one Chief Electri- 
cal Inspector, who shall be a practical 
electrician with technical knowledge 
who has had not less than five years 
experience as an electrical worker in 
the practical installation of interior 
wiring, electrical appliances and elec- 
trical apparatus, and who is not a 
stockholder in any corporation or firm 
which is engaged in the supplying of 
electricity to the public or individuals. 
It shall be his duty to carry out the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


4. That Section 6 of Article 1 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows:— 


Section 6 The Chief Electrical In- 
spector and the assistant electrical in- 
spectors shall devote their whole time 
and labor to the discharge of the 
duties of their office. The Chief Elec- 
trical Inspector shall have full charge 
“and control of the electrical bureau 
and full direction and control over the 
assistant electrical inspectors and 
other attaches of the electrical bu- 
reau. 


5. That Section 9 of Article 2 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 9: It shall be the duty of 
the chief electrical inspector to go 
over said application and approve or 
reject said application within ten days 
from the date of filing of the same. 
If said application is approved by the 
Chief Electrical Inspector he shall is- 
sue a permit for such work upon the 
payment of fees therefor, as herein- 
after provided. 


6. That Section 10 of Article 2 of 
eaid ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


After the issuance of a 
permit and during the progress of the 
work to be done thereunder, the same 
shall be carefully inspected, and upon 
the completion thereof, provided the 
installation complies with this ordi- 
nance and the rules and regulations 
complies with this ordinance and the 
rules and regulations of the electrical 
bureau.

No certificate will be issued for 
temporary wiring for a period ex- 
ceeding three (3) months, except for 
temporary wiring installed during the 
construction of buildings for the pur- 
pose of enabling the mechanics to do 
their work. 


If, however, an inspection reveals 
that any work done under a permit 
theretofore issued is defective or vio- 
lates any section of this ordinance or 
the rules and regulations of the elec- 
trical bureau, the Chief Electrical In- 
spector shall notify or cause to be 
notified the person, firm or corpora- 
tion to whom the permit is issued to 
correct such defects or violations. 
The persons, firm or corporation re- 
ceiving such notice shall immediately 
comply with such notice. If they ne- 


` glect or refuse to do so, the Chief 
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Electrical Inspector is hereby author- 
ized and instructed to cause the ar- 
rest of such person or persons by any 
police officer of the City of Newark, 
and take such person or persons be- 
fore one of the judges of the Criminal 
Courts of the City to be there dis- 
posed of according to law. 


7. That section 14 of Article 2 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 14: The Chief Electrical 
Inspector shall report to the Director 
of Public Safety when required, with 
Tespect to the general condition of 
the Bureau, with such recommenda- 
tions as he may deem proper, and 
each assistant electrical inspector 
shall make a complete daily report to 
the Chief Electrical Inspector of all 


transactions relating to the Depart- 
ment, performed by him. 


8. That Section 16 of Article 2 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 16: No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall cover or cause to be 
covered with lath, plaster, partitions, 
flooring ,metal ceiling or any other 
thing that prevents a proper inspec- 
tion of the electrical appliances, wir- 
ing, devices, or any other apparatus 
before the same is inspected or ap- 
proved, and the Chief Electrical In- 
spector shall have power to remove 
or cause to be removed any obstruc- 
tions such as lath, plaster, partitions, 
flooring, metal ceiling or any other 
thing that prevents a proper inspec- 
tion of the electrical appliances, wir- 
ing, devices or. any other apparatus; 
the cost of such removal shall be 
borne by the person or persons, firm 
or corporation who covered or caused 
the wires to be covered. 


9. That Section 20 of Article 2 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 20: The regulations of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
for electrical wiring and apparatus 
known as the “National Electric 
Code” shall be adopted as the rules 
and requirements of the electrical bu- 
reau by the Chief Electrical Inspector, 
together with such additions and 
modifications as he may deem neces- 
sary for the proper enforcement of 
this ordinance and for the protection 
of life and property. 


10. That Section 21 of Article 2 of 
said ordinance be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 21 It shall also be the 
Auty of the Chief Electrical Inspector 
to receive from accredited fire insur-

It is ridiculous 
that you and I who own homes one 
beside another, that you do not have 
to pay ‘taxes on yours and I- do on 
mine, but on account of the great em- 
ergency existing at that time and to 
cover the extreme seriousness of the 
housing situation, the bill was put 
through. Now, I do not say this seri- 
ous housing situation has been cured 
altogether; I do not say the serious- 
ness of it has passed, but it does seem 
to me, and I know what I am talking 
about, because I am in the real estate 
business, that this tax emeuption law 
did not stimulate home building aid 
did not reduce rents. I say it is ab- 
solutely unfair and cannot work out. 
I think we should go on record in 
favor of the repeal of the bill.

300,000 persóns who come into the 
city each day and engage in business 
here. I want to say the citizens of 
Newark should feel very highly satis- 
fied the way their affairs are taken 
care of and the thing uppermost in 
your minds I know has been econo- 


my, and I wish there were some 
change in the statutory provisions 
that would not only invite, but give 
citizens-an opportunity to be heard 
on the budget of the Board of School 
Estimate in connection with the Edi- 
cational Department. 


Commissioner Giflen:—I think thet 
could be done. Three members of 
this Commission constitute the ma- 
jority of the Board of School Esti- 
mate.

If we had an ordinance permit- 
ting us to clean sidewalks and make 
it a lien on the property, I feel it 
would do a lot to help pedestrians 
and school children, and I will re- 
quest the Corporation Counsel to pre~ 
pare such an ordinance for presenta- 
tion at the next meeting. 


Mr. Henry Hebeler, 550 Bergen 
Street, stated the residents on Bergen 
Street were complaining of the prac- 


tice of the Public Service Railway of 
sending sweepers through the street 
after midnight after the residents had 
cleaned their walks and gutters and 
pushing the snow back on the side- 
walks and urged that some action be 
taken to remedy this situation. ` 


Mayor Archibald stated he felt the 
ordinance suggested by Commission- 
er Brennan would overcome this prac- 
tice. : 


Mr. Frederich Neuhaus, 551 South 
Orange Avenue, representing the 
Vailsburgh Civic League, appeared 
before the Board and stated his or- 
ganization had passed a resolution at 
its last meeting advocating the estab- 
lishment of a branch library in the 
Vailsburgh section and felt they 
should have a branch library on ac- 
count of being located so far from the 
center of the City and suggested the 
establishment of a branch library in 


‘the Alexander Street School. 


Mayor Archibald:—I took this mat- 
ter up at the last meeting of the Li- 
brary Trustees and they say it is im- 
practicable, 


Commissioner Guillen:—There is a 
conflict, Mr. Mayor, of opinion, be- 
tween the Library authorities and 
school authorities, and as a result of 
this conflict the taxpayers are suffer- 
ing. Mr. Neuhaus’ plan is absolutely 
practicable and feasible. It is simply 
a question of having a place to keep 
books and give them out. 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan, 36-A Ful- 
ton Street, representing the Federa- 


‘tion of Improvements Associations, 


stated his organization favored the 
establishment of branch libraries in 


public schools and urged that the 
Board use its influence to have them 
established in schools. 


Mayor Archibald:—They will not 
do it. They say it is impracticable 
and have tried it out and it will not 
work, 


Commissioner Gillen:—This is all 
rot. Here is a public building owned 
by the City of Newark, empty at times, 
of no use to anybody. When they tell 
me you cannot use that building for 
a branch library they are wrong. It is 
simply a matter where they want to 
have their own building and have con- 
trol over it. It is simply rot. Vails- 
burgh is as much entitled to a branch 
library as any other section. The 
residents of Vailsburgh come here and 
say it can be established in the 
school, and any sensible citizen knows 
it can be. 

Commisisoner Brennan suggested 
the use of part of the Fire House on 
Palm Street for use as a branch li- 
brary and Dr. Hanrahan stated he 
would take this suggestion up with 
the Library Trustees.
